An investigative committee to look into the personnel 
practices of the campus’ Maintenance Department, has 
been set by acting President Lloyd Johns 

Johns told the president of Chapter 100 of the CSEA 
Doug Neifert Wednesday, he had appointed vice 
presidents Ron Wright and Jon Cox along with Personnel 
Director Dick Hughes to the committee 

The need for the committee was triggered by the recent 
hiring of a new chief engineer after the former chief retired 
this winter. Chosen for the position was Mike Whisenhunt, 
a former Navy officer 

The appointment of Whisenhunt greatly upset other 
employees in the engineering department, who claimed 
Whisenhunt's appointment was pushed by Gordon 
Landsness, director of Plant Operations on campus. 
Landsness, according to several engineers and in his own 
recent public statements on Channei 10 favors persons 





Eight members of the Gray Panthers of San Francisco, 
an organization representing senior citizens’ rights, 
Staged a sit - in in Gov. Brown's office protesting the 
State's plans to close the San Franciscan Center, a skilled 
nursing facility 

The State Health Department ordered the San Fran- 


cisco facility closed by April 1 because of health code 
olations. 

“We are here to see that the facility is kept open,” said 
Panther Ciiairman Or. Alexander Riskin. “This is neces- 
sary due to ihe lack of places for patients to go, the need to 
maintain almost 400 beds in San Francisco, and the

At the risk of bringing upon myself ND La Tors redbaiting tactics, | must 
take exception to his invective against Steve Wittman article of February 14 
Like Mr Wittman, | am opposed to ROTC being instituted on this campus. and | 
was pleased to read his commentary. It stated in a rational and coherent 
manner many of my own objections to Mr. Von den Steinen’s position 
published February 7 | am not sure that La Tor's outburst deserves serious 
refutation, but there are a few particular points that anger me enough to prompt 
this response 

In the first place. a valid argument can and must be rationally conducted on 
the basis of the issues involved The extentto which La Torsidetracks the issue 
from that of ROTC and indulges in name - calling and persona! slander in- 
dicates that his position lacks rational substance 

Or perhaps Mr Wittman’s article simply provoked La Tor to hysteria. in 
which case one might wonder why. Given the gist of the article, especially its 
defense of the authoritarian nature of the military. | suspect it is fear of the 
concept of democracy There ts atime - honored custom of applying the label! 
communist’ to anyone who advocates democracy (as a method of dis- 
crediting your opponent?), and Mr La Tor has adhered faithfully to that 
tradition. | reread Mr Wittman’'s article to find the ‘mish mash of dreary Marxist 
cliches,” because they escaped me the first time, and they stili do. But then 
since | agreed with his perspective, | must be one of those whois either “an idiot 
or a Communist stooge.” | am neither. but | do advocate democracy. It's a 
pretty scary concept to consider, isn't it. ND La Tor?

,'f you Nave never seen an Aikido 
demonstration, this reporter advises 
you not to miss this one After seeing 
an Aikido exhibition for the first time, 
the usual reaction is to consider it a 
faked performance. Your common 
sense seems to tell you that it's a fake: 
no human can do things like that 

Well, | used to think the same thing 
myself until | had the opportunity to 
take part in an exhibition. Let me as- 
sure you that it isn't faked: Aikido 
masters are simply amazing. There is 
no way that you can lay a hand on 
them if they don't want you to. They 
practice a purely defensive martial art 
and are as eiusive as smoke 

Aikido, reputed to be the most dif- 
ficult of the martial arts to learn, is 
often called moving meditation. Ac- 
cording to self - defense experts, it 
takes at least 15 years to become

They seem to be everywhere. The question is w:vat the hell do they tnink they're 
trying to prove? Take a look at their faces the next time you see one, agony, 
frustration, and strain. Are they masochistic? If you know a jogger personally 
i'm sure you're aware they constantly talk of their most current injury, where it 
hurts today What is it then that drives these women and men to such self 
abuse? 

Good heaith has traditionally been measured by the sick. As iong as you can 
make a nine - to - five you were assumed to be okay. Take a look around How 


“many people do you see who are in real “good” physical condition? This then is 


the clue to the jogging movement; health. It almost sounds too simple. We are 
finally realizing that we have to move it or we'll lose it, and in this case its our 
bodies that we stand to lose. 

if what I've said so far sounds right and you think you might like to become 
part of that throng of healthy young persons, you may be wondering how to get 
started. Almost any book on jogging will give positive input, that’s a good place 
to start. If you can get up the courage to actually get out there, get yourself a 
good pair of running shoes. Get them to fit your feet. Brooks and New Balance 
have both been recommended by Runners World magazine. 

Don't kill yourself. After all the idea is to improve yourself. Start slowly and 
build up to that big run. If you're fat don't let it hoid you back. Many former fat- 
ties are now bean poles, but again take it easy.

Complaints aired about bicycle lanes

These are but a few complaints ex- 
pressed to James Leese, CSUS par- 
king administrator in a formai letter 
written by Richard Knapp, chairman 
of the Statewide Bicycle Facilities 
Committee. Knapp, employed by the 
Department of Transportation 
c'iaimed he and acoileague observed 
four possible collisions during aone - 
hour period on Feb. 13, 1978. Knapp 
attributes this to excess paving out- 
side the bike lane. which permits 
through - motorists to pass to the 
right of vehicles waiting to turn left 
and thus drive directly toward on- 


cause problems for motorists turning 
into adjacent parking lots because of 
bicycle traffic in two directions. He 
also claims there is too much bicycle 
and pedestrian traffic for satisfactory 
movement within a six - foot, two - 
way facility Bicyclists and pedes- 
trians traveling in both directions are 
required to move into auto traffic to 
avoid conflict 

As chairman of the committee to 
update present state bikeways’ stan- 
dards. Knapp has given James Leese 
a draft of proposed standards for 
bicyclist safety Leese has stated that 
the following changes in bikeway 


bikeway arrows to terminate the 
sanctioned two - way operation 

2 Remove the bike lane stripe to 
encourage bicyclists to travel in ac- 
cordance with the law 

3 Relocate centertine stripe to the 
middie of the roadway to provide ade-

Richard Silberman, Brown's executive secretary and 
chiet of staff, responded to the Panther's demands with a 
letter stating, “The Health Department director is 
prepared to declare that the imminent c'osure of the San 
Franciscan Center, combined with the shortage of 
available skilled nursing beds in the city, constitutes and 
emergency. Ihis declaration could provide additional 
beds in the San Francisco area by authorizing existing 
licensed nursing facilities to increase their capacity by a 
sufficient number to accommodate the patients in the San 
Franciscan Center.” 

Originally, the Panthers asked the state to take over 
Operation of the center by bringing in an experienced

have to pay, that need to paid There is also additiona! 
maintenance to the building to be done 

Setbacken said, “The Children’s Center is vital, without 
it many students wouldn't be able to go to school.” 

The center serves approximately 150-200 families, 
everyday, four hours a day 

Setbacken noted a lack of interest by the student 
government to find out more about the program before the 
budget hearings. She said the center held an open house 
for the senators and only two senators showed up 

The center does receive state funding, but according to 
Setbacken without the support of the ASI, the center 
would not be able to continue

T'Sani wou'd not be immediately recognized as Placerville’s most recent celeb- 
rity and source of pride. He is neither flashy nor pretentious, yet, upon meeting 
him, it becomes apparent this man is a unique personality. He is articulate 
deliberate and good looking, but unlike many others with similar attributes 
T'Sani has chosen a profession in the performing arts as a ballet dancer 

Rooted in arugged mountain heritage, Placerville seems an unlikely spawn- 
Ing ground for ballet aspirants — especially male aspirants — but despite the 





odds, T’Sani persevered

My teacners were some of my best supporters.” T Sani recalled 
because | was the only kid in high schoo! that really knew what he wanted todo 
after graduation 

T’Sani has a right to be smug. His years of dedication paid off in a series of 
uphill advances. He was awarded a scholarship to the North Carolina School of 
Arts, where he studied for two years He was then offered entrance to the 
Schoo! of American Ballet in New York 

T'Sani's talent and good fortune culminated in his appointment to the New 
York City Bailet Company. There he truly realized the grueling regime of a 
professional baliet dancer With the high cost of living in New York, ‘starving 
artists’ was not an inappropriate description for T Sani and so many others 
who had chosen the profession 

Unlike Europe and Russia, Our government doesn't subsidize its profes- 
sional dancers Stage hands usually made more money than we did. therefore 
we really nad to stick together as a matter of financia! survival Besides only 
another dancer could understana this type of lifestyie and why it was al! wor

| couldn't have had better instruction,” T’Sari stated emphatically “Balan- 
chine and Robbins are masters Their demands for perfection were sometimes 
awesome, but you knew that it was ail justified. and that in the end each in- 
dividual dancer would benefit from their knowledge Also. Ed Villetla (former 
principal dancer, now instructor, for the New York City Ballet) sort of took me 
under his wing. | learned so much from him All in all, it was a fabulous ex- 
perience 

The time came, however, for T Sani to move on, which brought him to Sac- 
ramento.

You lounge out, comfortable - like, 
on a handy sofa. One hand draws an 
icy - cold beer to your eager lips, then 
retires to make room for your other 
hand and a funny - smelilin’ cigarette. 
A huge speaker goes through con- 
vulsions a foot from your skull, poun- 
din’ home a little Zepplin. A friend 
stumbles by, stops, staqgers, squints, 
squats, points a finger in your direc- 
tion, laughs, then moves on. The 
world goes blurry and spins inaloop - 
the - loop or two. Then by chance 
your head finds upright and your 
eyeballs settle on the vague image of 
a figure in tront of them. The music 
dies. The clouds of smoke hanging in 
the room and in your mind start to 
thin. Peopie make a hectic scurry for 
the bathroom and the backdoor and, 
just when you realize that it would be 
smart to do likewise, that vague figure 
introduces himself as Officer Gigsup 
Suddenly from the depths of a 
wasteland emerges the premonition 
that all is not well with the world. You 
ask him if this means the part, is over 
He answers in the affirmative. You 
cuss alittle under your breath, hoping 
like heli it’s just the effects of that 
cheap home - grown. — Nope — 
yoouu'rre busted 


Perhaps at one time or another 
you've found yourself in such a 
predicament, or more likely you've 
been to at least one party that's been 
busted. If you have, or even if you 
haven't, now is the time to do a little 
thinking about it, because if and when 
such an occasion does arise, you 
probably won't be in too good of 
shape for thinking 


| talked to the Police Department, a 
public defendant, a law - student 
friend of mine, and even traipsed 
through the state penal code, and this 
is what | came up with. 


if you decide to throw a party, 
some precautions might not be so 
stupid. Try to limit the size — three 
hundred people in a single bedroom 
apartment makes it tough to get to the 
refrigerator for another beer. Excess 
bodies tend to float around outside 
and often draw complaints. A lack of 
parking tempts people to park in 
neighbors’ driveways (or on their 
lawns.) Mobs of people ure tough to 
control. “The more the merrier” may 
be true, but when the merriment 


makes for broken windows. burnt 
rugs, busted furniture, dinged - up 
Cars, laid up people and an abruptend 
to your party, you may be inclined to 
wonder if you need so much mer- 
rymaking. 

Another good policy is to inform 
your neighbors that you're going to 
have a party. It's better to invite them, 
but if you don't feel like doing this, at 
least ask them to inform you if the 
Party starts to bother them. Then you 
have a chance to rectify the problem 
before the coppers clamp down 
Remember that even neighbors are 
people; while ! was picking up empty 
beer cans off ner lawn after a party, an 
elderly lady (who | had assumed was 
just another prudish old hide) came 
Out and asked me why ! didn't invite 
her to my party the night before. | just 
laughed, shook my aching head, and 
told her “next time.” It's easy to forget 
how many people were once, and 
always will be, young. 


It is also smart to store away all! 
valuables and fragiles so you'll still 
have them after the party is over 
Weapons such as baseball bats, 
firepokers, knives, guns, and 
handgrenades should also be put out 
of reach. If your friends are the kind 
who have a tendency to — shail we 
say — ove oduige, it is agood ideato 
tell them to plan on siaying overnight. 
This forestalls overinduigenc’ in 
senseless automotive inisnaps 

Parties usually get busted due to 
complaints by neighbors. These com 
plaints usually have to do with loud 
music or drifters outside stealing your 
neighbors’ light bulbs, sitting on their 
cars, tossing beer cans on their lawns, 
ya - hooin’ it up in a not - so - quiet 
fashion, rattling their cat, making 
room for more beer in an unbashfu! 
manner, or any number of a multitude 
of mischievious undertakings which 
come natural to most everyone when 
they cut loose. Try to keep people in- 
doors or at least in the back yard. If 
the music gets out of hand, turn it 
back down to loud. 


If a cop does make a house cali, 
there are a few things you should be 
aware of. A policeman cannot legally 
enter a house without either the 
consent of an adult living there, a 
search warrant, or “probable cause” 
that a crime is being committed. if you 
find a policeman posted on your 
welcome mat, the policy |

recommend is that yo. answer the 
door. walk through it, si\ut the door 
behind you (the less he sees of the 
party the less chance of him finding a 


probable cause to justify his entry), 
and speak to the officer outside. At 
this point it is usually best if you're 
sober enough to talk. To slur out 
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“what's up occifer” as you stumble 
around sloshing cheap burgundy all 
over his freshly - pressed uniform 
usually doesn't strike a favorable first 


impression. Collect yourse!f and then 
try to determine the nature of his visit 
If you aren't too enthused about the 
prospects of areturn visit itisqoodt 

heed his recommendations 


Don't be intimidated by 
badge, a hip - slung revolver. or any 
statements implying guilt If y 
want the man taking a tour of 
place, make this clear to him Or 
this Country s most sacred principles 
is embodied in the old adage that a 
man's home is his castle andifhehas 
respected the rights of others then 
that home is off limits to the coppers 
If a policeman enters without your 
consent and you want him out, simply 
ask him to leave, to state his reason 
for entering, or to furnish a warrant If 
he insists on staying, it is best not to 
jab him with sharp little snide remarks 
about the sex life of chubby |ittle farm 
animals, or comments about the 
legitimacy of his mother Hatred 
breeds hatred, what is needed is an 
assured diplomatic firmness if the 
fellow refuses to leave or to give 
proper reason for staying, your best 
bet is to call the Police Department 
and inform them of the goings-on. A 
choice word from a superior might 
delete some cockiness

| asked a city policeman what the 
best way to keep your party from 
drawing police was. He told me to 
“get about ten acres out in the coun- 
try, then you'll be the sheriffs’ 
problem.” If you don't have ten acres 
handy, then try keeping the party 
under control. Instead of awhip anda 
broken beer bottle, try using some of 
these tips coupied with a little com- 
mon sense to accomplish this
